Council members also voted - 
urge the City Council to make 
any effort to decommercialize 
any section of Taylorsville Road 
a block or so from the square on 
the ground that the city is grow- 
ing and future business might 
want to establish there. It has 
bean reported that changing the 
ana to a residential zone is be- 
ing considered. 

A fourth resolution was direct- 
ed at Louisville's Mayor Andrew 
Broaddus, protesting his stand in 
- the Blue Motor Coach Lines case. 
The resolution pointed out that 
the lines had helped Jefferson- 
town grow and that the utility 
should be given consideration 
its efforts to keep in business. 

Another resolution, seeking „ 
neve the safety islands at the 
four entrances of the square, was 
defeated.

County Building 
Permits Hit An 
All Time Record 



Continuous growth of Jefferson 
County outside Louisville, both 
from a residential and industrial 
construction viewpoint, has been 
reflected in figures released by 
the City-County Planning & Zon- 
ing Commission. Figures for 1954 
show large increases both in the 
number of permits issued and in 
the amount of money involved, 
described as an all time high. 

During the year, permits for a 
total construction outlay was $75,- 
110,016, a sizeable increase over 
the 1953 figure of $47,552,735. 
William Beatty, chief zoning en- 
forcement officer, said last year's 
figure will probably come closer 
to the $100,000,000 figure as a 
large percentage of persons re- 
ceiving permits underestimate the 
cost by 30 to 50 per cent. 

The naw plants of the Ford Mo- 
tor Company and large shopping 
centers on the Taylorsville, Shel- 
byville Roads and Dixie Highway 
contributed largely to the indus- 
trial and commercial total. 

Permits for 5,213 new single 
farriily residences were issued. 
This called for an expenditure 
of at least $43,330,883. Beatty 
estimated that the retail value of 
the homes would be closer tc 
$70,000,000 than the permit val- 
uation.

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FOR BETTER OR FOR WORSE ? 

Transportation facilities to meet the needs of those 
who travel regularly from the outer suburbs of Louisville 
into the heart of the city are of much concern to the resi- 
dents of this Jefferson County area. During the past few 
years many sections of the territory have grown from 
sparsley settled rural communities into thickly populated 
suburban reaches. 

As Louisville extends her borders the city's transpor- 
tation system is logically expanded to cover the metropoli- 
tan area. Also as the commuter traffic increases those in 
the business of transporting people to and from the city 
expect to enlarge their services to meet the demands. This 
is obviously the position of the Blue Motor Coach Lines. 
They have, for many years, covered much of this territory, 
apparently seeking to meet the demands of the public. 

After having served the transportation needs on sev- 
eral of the main arteries leading into the city for so long 
a time, it seems unfair that they should be denied the fran- 
chise which permit them to continue to perform this pub- 
lic service. They started on a small scale. Their consti- 
tuency was limited, as were the possibilities for profitable 
operation. Over the years, expansion required to meet the 
public needs has demanded heavy improvements. 

Thus, it looks like confiscation when the agency is 
denied the privilege to continue their public service opera- 
tions. There is the question too that, should this long 
established service be discontinued, would the public needs 
K for transportation be continued as fully and efficiently as 
before? 

The matter of combining city and county governmen- 
tal functions is being seriously considered at this time. 
Countv people. can see some general advantages, as well 
as the Louisville citv authorities can see such advantages. 
But we countv residents can also see possibilities of our 
losing some of the advantages tor civic progress and im- 
provement by casting our lot into a combined form of civil 
government. 

Particularly when we sec the attitude being displayed 
by Louisville authorities in trying to "protect" their local 
transportation system to the possible disadvantage of coun- 
ty residents beyond the city's municipal borders, we won- 
der. Are we to be take n in. if and when, for good or for 
ill? This transportation matter has not served to inspire 
Confidence in the move to annex or to combine govern- 
mental agencies. 

Naturally if the county people are to be "taken in" to 
become a pawn in the hands of city politicians, they are 
going to shy away from such a connection. The present 
attitude of official Louisville isn't contributing much to- 
ward a favorable approach to a combination of lh< city 
and county governmental functions.

(An Old Question and Depressing News) 

Chief of Police Rov Jones speaking over a cup of cof- 
fee; 

"Why do people have to steal — why do they pull such 
stunts as these recent break-ins. Even if they are slick 
enough to get away with it for the moment, they'll slip up 
eventually and get caught . They risk their whole future 
for a few dollars." 

The Chief sounded depressed. And depressing it is, 
indeed, when we read now of burglaries in small cities as 
well as heavily populated areas; of the murders, embezzle- 
ments and other crimes; of the automobile accidents that 
are killing so many people every day. 

And others who get depressed and think over the sit- 
uation eventually ponder the age-old question: Is the world 
getting better or worse? 

It's a question that has no stock answer. Each indi- 
vidual will answer it according to his background, tempera- 
ment and degree of optimism or pessimism. 

It is a well known fact that a wave of violence usually 
follows a major war. But the high incidence of crime 
which followed World War II and the Korean War has not 
abated. Instead, it continues to grow, reaching into small 
towns and to grass roots level. 

Is this era of violence a product of the nervous tension 
under which the American people are living — of the 
keen competition, hurry and uncertainty — of the wide- 
spread insecurity in the nation's most prosperous period?

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DANIEL BOONE KISSED ME 
deals With events in my home 
county in the year 1845, when 
everything seems drifting toward 
a war with Mexico to back up 
the admission of Texas to the 
Union. Even our remote little 
neighborhood is drawn into the 
war scare, for buyers of horses 
for the army and recruiters are 
to be found there. Though the 
novel deals primarily with the 
happenings in the lives of Pappy 
Duke, his family, and his neigh- 
bors, we can feel the surge of 
the big world behind everything 
that is being done. The teller of 
the story is a teen-aged boy 
named Zeff, the son of Pappy 
Duke, the richest farmer in that 
part of the world, owner of Egypt 
Farm, the model farm in all the 
area between Humility and Cal- 
vary, the county seat. In general, 
Zeff sticks pretty closely to 
events as they occur, very much 
any ordinary boy would. He 
seems unconscious of the symbol- 
ism that creeps into the story as 
it goes along. 

Strong Man 

Pappy Duke is a strong man, 
rather proud of his foresight, 
who has succeeded in spite of 
unfavorable conditions. He is 
constitutionally opposed to such 
riffraff as Amy Feaster, a share- 
cropper who never seems to get 
ahead. Amy, left a widower with 
a young daughter, Leah, purposes 
humbly to Duke's sister, Sis Delia, 
but is rejected. That does not 
prevent him from being her de- 
fender in the community, which 
regards her as somewhat disgrac- 
ed because she is an old maid. 
Late in the story some genuine 
riff-ralf at the county seat on 
Fourth Monday make insulting 
remarks about Miss Delia and 
her beau, Captain Blair. Amy, 
though a mere runt of a man, at- 
tacks the loud-mouthed Pliny 
Buckthorn and kills him. Pliny's 
gang try to take Amy from the 
jail and are about to succeed 
when Duke comes; everybody 
thinks that he is Amy's worst 
enemy, and the mob stands back 
while Duke disarms the jailer 
and seizes the struggling Amy 
and takes hun to the courthouse, 
really to protect him. Bygones 
become bygones with Duke; he 
meets Amy as man with man and 
does not quail when he learns 
that his son Terrill has married 
Amy's daughter, Leah, on this 
same eventful Fourth Monday. 
Sis Delia, too, marries Captain 
Blair quite properly at Humility 
and reappears on the scene at a 
dramatic moment. And all this 
unexpected drama on the other- 
wise calm county court day plays 
right into Duke's hand, for he 
is boosted in his race forjthe leg- 
islature, where he means to get 
some needed legislation /or the 
forgotten Jackson Purchase. 

In the background, always, is 
old Granny, who as a girl was 
kissed at Harrodsburg by Dan- 
iel Boone. Now she is old and de- 



mented, but still a sweet old soul 
who sees everything in terms of 
her hero. She gets the notion 
that the Jew who has opened a 
store at Calvary is Daniel him- 
self and spends the whole event- 
ful Fourth Monday sitting in a 
chair in front of his store chat- 
ting familiarly with him.uncon- 
scious of the danger of the time. 
And the Jew rises to the occasion 
when she leaves with her family 
by kissing her old knotted fing- 
ers; she can, and does, boast that 
"Daniel Boone Kissed me again." 
Pathetic Story 

Another background is the pa- 
thetic story of Constantino "Baby" 
Benton ,a brilliant boy who died 
a victim of his own kindness to 
animals by unconsciously direct- 
ing the fury of the foxhounds to 
himself and away from the fox. 
Somehow the strange other- 
worldliness of this boy and the 
shadowy figure of the Jew ally 
the novel with such masterpieces 
of drama as THE PASSING OF 
THE THIRD FLOOR BACK and 
THE SERVANT IN THE HOUSE. 
Even in our remote little world 
there were events that gripped 
the imagination of our ancestors 
and made them think of the sac- 
red mystery of a man's dying to 
save men. It is this part of the 
novel that seems most over the 
head of the teen-aged boy who 
is telling the story. 

The novel will probably not 
take the spotlight as much as 
THE GABRIEL HORN, but it 
will reward the reader by show- 
ing how deep, deep thoughts 
could stray into a busy remote 
community in a century now long 
dead.

In the State 
there are orange and grapefruit, 
etc, some gardens, cattle ranches, 
Indians. Jacksonville and Tampa 
are the chief business centers. 
The others, principally tourist 
and vacation towns and cities. 
Along the way, you may see un- 
der crystal clear waters— the liv- 
ing creatures such as fish tur- 
tles, aligators, etc. The palm and 
palmetta trees. 

Where is the Old Spanish Trail? 
Now if you are historical minded 
or antique minded or just wish 
to see things — don't hurry! 

If you hurry the natives won't 
know what it is all about. Visit 
Jacksonville, Tallahassee, Pensa- 
Fla., Mobile, Ala., and New 
Orleans, La. Mingle among the 
people, see the city. Dine at 
modern cafeterias except New 
Orleans. There they have restau- 
ants serving their own different, 
delicious food. 

To the south of this trail is the 
Gulf of Mexico. On it, are freigh- 
ters, sail boats and fishermen's 

To the north, are oak and kin- 
dred trees. Almost covering them 
is white moss even hanging to 
the ground. The pine trees' bark 
may be so cut that the liquid 
is drained into containers. These 
are gathered to a point where a 
still is in operation. Thus we 
obtain turpentine. 

As mentioned heretofore, Jack- 
sonville is one of the old cities 
doing much business in maritime 
industry and allied trade. 

Tallahassee is the capitol of 
the State of Florida. 

Pensacola is a U. S. naval and 
air base. 

Mobile, Ala., contains relics of 
the Civil War with quite a few 
scars. The Azalea Trail for miles 
and more flowers. 

New Orleans is different. It is 
fascinating. The citizen ancestors 
seem to be French and Spanish. 
This historic old city has with- 
stood wars, pestilence and floods. 
Walk along wide Canal St. See 
the port where ocean freighters 
load and unload their cargo,

THE churches composing the 
World Council have set up one 
theological condition for member- 
ship, and in spite of efforts to 
induce them to change, they have 
stuck to it. No church can be ad- 
mitted that does n ot acknowledge 
Jesus Christ "as | 
God and Savior." 
Now when Jesus I 
is called God out- 
right, the church | 
is saying some- 
thing the Bible 
rarely says. Fur- t 
thermore, it can 1 
be confusing to I 
say this. The I 
church universal Dr. Foreman 
has never meant to say that Jesus 
is all the God there is, or that 
Jesus is identical with God. For 
God exists In three persons (as 
the church expresses it), and 
Christ is only one person. Christ 
is both God and man, but God is 
not man at all. And yet the church- 
universal, and churches in par- 
ticular, cling to the statement 
"Jesus is God," partly because 
they would rather make the mis- 
take of saying too much than too 
little about Christ, and partly be- 
cause this does express their real 
faith. 

Equal With Bod 

Laying all technical theology 
aside, and speaking as plainly as 
possible, things can be said about 
Christ, which the Bible teaches, 
and which the church believes, 
and which put together come out 
where the church stands— on the 
deity of Christ. First, Jesus him- 
self called himself regularly the 
"Son of God," and even his en- 
emies could see that that meant 
placing himself on an equality 
with God. Paul in the New Testa- 
ment speaks of Christ as the 
"image of the invisible God;'; 
Hebrews says he "bears the very 
stamp of God's nature." As was 
said here last week, Christ is our 
true picture of God, our best way 
of knowing what God is like. Now 
If Christ is "equal with God" we 
should expect the church to wor- 
ship him-and so it does. Prayers 
are offered to him directly as well 
as to the Father in his name. The 
Doxology sings, "Praise Father. 
Son and Holy Ghost." and many 
other hymns and songs are ac- 
tually prayers to Christ ("Jesuo 
Savior, Pilot Me;" "Bock of 
Ages," "More love to Thee, O 
Christ," "Make me a captive. 
Lord," "Fairest Lord Jesus,"— 
and any reader can think of many 

The Mind of Qod 

Second, Jesus himself spoke of 
his words as being not his own 
but those of the Father who sent 
him. This was a vivid way of say- 
ing that he knew what was in 
God's mind, he knew God's atti- 
tudes and Intentions, how God felt 
and what he planned to do. Now 
it is true that there had been 
prophets who spoke by inspira- 
tion and who brought the Word of 
God to the people. But a famous 
living theologian has put the dif- 
ference between the prophets and 
Jesus this way: The Word of God 
came through the prophets— but 
Jesus Christ was the Word. The 
prophets were at one remove 
from God, and in Christ there is 
not even "one remove" from the 
Highest. The Sermon on the Mount 
gives perhaps the most striking 
illustration of this. Often in that 
sermon you find the words, "Ye 
have heard that it was said" (and 
here Jesus quotes some passage 
from the Old Testament) "but I 
say unto you" (and here Jesus 
gives a teaching which may be 
radically different from the Old 
Testament). In short Jesus set up 
his own teaching as actually 
above the accepted "Word of 
God." What greater claim— T 
The Authority of Christ 

The practical question is: How 
seriously do Christians take this 
doctrine of the Deity of Christ? 
The churches officially believe it; 
and yet church members act as 
if Jesus had never spoken, or as 
if his opinion were only one man's 
opinion, worth no more than the 
average. Christians might well re- 
member Jesus' own question: 
"Why do you call me Lord, Lord, 
and do not the things which I 
say?" It is one thing to sing hymns 
to Christ on Sundays, another and 
harder thing to follow his teach- 
ings on weekdays. The test of 
whether a person really believes 
in the deity of our Lord is not in 
what he says about it but in what 
he does about it. We might even 
risk this proposition: A person 
who shrinks back from saying 
"Jesus is God" and yet believes 
that in any case Jesus is always 
right, comes nearer to truly ac- 
cepting the deity of Christ

FEEDING BREEDER HENS 

An important consideration in 
the production of hatching eggs 
is the fact that nutrients found 
in the eggs depend largely upon 
nutrients in the feed of the hen. 

This is particularly important 
in hatching-egg production, be- 
cause the nutrient requirements 
for good breeder — or hatching 
— ggs are much greater and more 
exacting than eggs for the break- 
fast table. 

In order to get good hatcha- 
bility, the chick embryo, like the 
hatched chick, must have sev- 
eral essential nutrients in ade- 
quate amounts. If any of these 
are lacking, the embryo will die, 
just as the hatched chick will 
die if it doesn't get enough of 
the right things to eat. And the 
nutrients in the egg depend up- 
on the nutrients in the feed of 

Research and practice have 
shown that adequate amounts of 
calcium and phosphorous are 
necessary in the hen's feed for 
hatchability. Manganese is alsd 
important, as is an adequate vit- 
amin supply. Of the fat soluble 
vitamins, A and D are especially

A FIFTY MILLIONTH YEAR 

By George Peck, Chairman of 
the Board of the National Labor- 
Management Foundation and Ex- 
ecutive Editor of its official pub- 
lication, Partners. 

The figure 50 million has been 
very much in evidence this year. 
By remarkable coincidence two 
of America's big corporations 
reached goals of 50 million. 

Early this summer, the Bell 
Telephone System placed its 50 
millionth telephone in the White 
House on the desk of President 
Eisenhower. Dr. Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell, shortly after he in- 
vented the telephone, predicted 
that some day there would be a 
million telephones in use in the 
U.S. and Canada. 

Today there are 50 million tele- 
phones in operation in the U.S. 
alone. What was considered the 
overly-optimistic prediction of an 
overly-enthusiastic inventor, his- 
tory has proven to have been the 
forecast of a pessimist. 

On November 23rd of this year, 
the 50 millionth automobile pro- 
duced in this century by General 
Motors Corporation rolled off the 
assejnbly line of its Chevrolet 
Motors Division at Flint, Mich.
